T h ro u g h o u t h isto ry , 
Santa Claus has had many 
names, many origins. He 
has as many personalities 
as 
fertile 
imaginations 
through 
the 
ages 
can 
dream up. 
The symbol of Santa 
Claus and other magical 
bringers of gifts is infin­ 
itely variable. In Europe 
the chief gift-bringers are 
St. Nicholas on his saint’s 
day, the 6th of December; 
his Anglo-American de­ 


scendant is Santa Claus; 
in parts of Scandinavia 
dwarfs and goats take 
his place; there is the 
Christ Child of the Ger­ 
man Xm as E v e; the 
white-robed girl Kolyada 
in pre-revolutionary Rus­ 
sia arrived by sleigh on 
Christmas Eve with at­ 
tendant carol-singers; and 
the Epiphany gift-bearers 
associated with the Magi 
— such as the Befana of 
Italy, Babouschka of old

Russia, 
and 
the 
Tres 
Reyes Magos of Spain — 
all parade down through 
the centuries with essen­ 
tially the same function 
— to bring gifts to good 
little boys and girls. 
Santa Claus himself is 
composed of many ele­ 
ments ; he is half Saint 
Nicholas and half ancient 
yule god. St. Nicholas, the 
original, was a bishop of 
Myra in Asia Minor in the 
fourth century. He is sup­ 
posed to have wrought 
miracles; certainly he was 
a good man. Many stories 
evolve from legends con­ 
cerning the Bishop. One 
which is not as well known 
is told which introduces 
his connection with chil­ 
dren. 


Throughout the centur­ 
ies men of all faiths have 
acknowledged the Golden 
Rule as a vital, intrinsic 
part of their faith, and ex­ 
pressed it thus:

The earliest source re­ 
garding the exact date of 
the birth of Jesus: 
The Christian era was 
calculated by the monk 
Dionysius Exiguus in the 
6th century after Christ. 
He placed Jesus’ birth on 
Dec. 25 in the year 753 of 
Rome, and decided 754 
should be the first year of 
the Christian e r a . How­ 
ever, Biblical scholars find 
his calculations in error 
and place the birth of 
Jesus at 4 B.C. or earlier. 
In AD 274 the emperor 
Aurelian chose December 
25 because it is just after 
the winter solstice, or the 
shortest day of the year, 
and light once more starts 
to strengthen and gradu 
ally flood more of the 
world for longer periods 
each day. 
Besides, that date al­ 
ready was a great holiday 
for the pagan Romans, 
and C h ris tia n le ad ers 
thought it proper to move 
in and take over an ac­ 
cepted occasion. 
W hat’s more, no one 
knew the actual birth date 
of Jesus, since neither 
Scripture nor any contem­ 
porary legend gave any 
precise information on it. 
At some point before 
AD 336 the church at 
Rome accepted December 
25 as the day for com­ 
memorating 
His 
birth, 
and so it has been ever 
since, although because of 
a difference in calendars, 
the Eastern church cele­ 
bration and that of West­ 
ern churches rarely co­ 
incide. 
In ancient Persia, De­ 
cember 25th was celebrat­ 
ed as the birthdate of the 
sun god, Mithras, who 
was believed to emerge 
from a rock three days 
after the winter solstice. 
A star seen by shepherds 
and 
Magi 
foretold 
his 
birth.

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THE YULE LOG STORY 


Remember those familiar scenes of men and horses 
pulling a freshly-cut log home o’er the snow from the 
forest? It was the Yule log, destined for a Christmas 
fireplace I It lighted up the house with a cheery glow, 
turned night into day, and made the holiday festivities 
so much gayer. 
This custom, which is observed in many places, goes 
far back into pagan times, long before Christianity. 
Our ancestors called it the Mid-Winter Fire Festival. 
It was held indoors because of the bad weather outside. 
The Yule log, generally an oak tree, would be cere 
moniously lighted from a fragment saved expressly 
for this purpose from the year before. 
When the new log sent out its brilliant flames it was 
believed that the house and family would once again 
be protected against lighting and fires; that the cattle 
and grain fields would thrive, and all the earth would 
be fertile.

“Christmas was coming. 
The little log house was 
almost buried in snow.

Ingalls Wilder’s beloved 
“Little Books” — true

For a Christmas in the 
big woods, when the house 
was blanketed with snow, 
Ma baked bread, beans, 
cookies . . . distilled vine­ 
gar and baked dried apple 
pies! Truly a doughty 
soul. 
They 
entertained 
relatives . . . Aunt Eliza 
and Uncle Peter and the 
cousins who arrived on 
Christmas Eve on their 
big bobsled, sleigh bells 
ringing. 
Some other Ma and Pa 
would have thrown up 
their hands at the sight of 
them — maybe got the 
shotgun off the cabin wall 
and picked them off from 
a window — but not the 
Ingalls! They shared their 
good things — the chil­ 
dren slept in a row on the 
floor — the grown-ups, 
wherever they could find

She must have earn­ 
ed her reward in heaven, 
but that Christmas Day 
she received all the reward 
she wanted, in the sur­ 
prise and happiness ex­ 
pressed by every child.

All the “Little Books' 
tales are fascinating, and 
you can be sure that the 
adults who gave them to 
children made a point to 
read them first. The stor­ 
ies have an ageless, time­ 


less appeal. They contain

Santa Claus himself is 
composed of many ele­ 
ments ; he is half Saint 
Nicholas and half ancient 
yule god. St. Nicholas, the 
original, was a bishop of 
Myra in Asia Minor in the 
fourth century. He is sup­ 
posed to have wrought 
miracles; certainly he was 
a good man. Many stories 
evolve from legends con­ 
cerning the Bishop. One 
which is not as well known 
is told which introduces 
his connection with chil­ 
dren. 
Three boys were m ur­ 
dered by an innkeeper, 
cut up, and the pieces pre­ 
served in barrels of vine­ 
gar. St. Nicholas found 
these truncations, fitted 
them 
together 
with 
a 
prayer, and brought the 
boys back to life. To our 
20th century minds this 
may seem a most macabre 
way to begin a legend’s as­ 
sociation with children! 
In Holland, St. Nicholas 
becomes Sante Klaas. The 
children put out a pair of 
shoes or clogs filled with 
hay, water and carrots for 
his white horse; these are 
placed before the fireplace, 
and the next morning the 
shoes are found filled with 
either sweets and little 
gifts — or, depending on 
past behavior, birch rods.

The earliest source re­ 
garding the exact date of 
the birth of Jesus: 
The Christian era was 
calculated by the monk 
Dionysius Exiguus in the 
6th century after Christ. 
He placed Jesus’ birth on 
Dec. 25 in the year 753 of 
Rome, and decided 754 
should be the first year of 
the Christian era . How­ 
ever, Biblical scholars find 
his calculations in error 
and place the birth of 
Jesus at 4 B.C. or earlier. 
In AD 274 the emperor 
Aurelian chose December 
25 because it is just after 
the winter solstice, or the 
shortest day of the year, 
and light once more starts 
to strengthen and gradu­ 
ally flood more of the 
world for longer periods 
each day. 
Besides, that date al­ 
ready was a great holiday 
for the pagan Romans, 
and C h r i s t i a n leaders 
thought it proper to move 
in and take over an ac­ 
cepted occasion. 
W hat’s more, no one 
knew the actual birth date 
of Jesus, since neither 
Scripture nor any contem­ 
porary legend gave any 
precise information on it. 
At some point before 
AD 336 the church at 
Rome accepted December 
25 as the day for com­ 
memorating 
His 
birth, 
and so it has been ever 
since, although because of 
a difference in calendars, 
the Eastern church cele­ 
bration and that of West­ 
ern churches rarely co­ 
incide. 
In ancient Persia, De­ 
cember 25th was celebrat­ 
ed as the birthdate of the 
sun god, Mithras, who 
was believed to emerge 
from a rock three days 
after the winter solstice. 
A star seen by shepherds 
and

Comet Put 
on Show at 
Christmas 73 


During early to mid- 
January there was much 
excitement and anticipa­ 
tion over the expected ap­ 
pearance of the comet 
Kohoutek. 
It 
was 
dubbed 
“the 
Christmas 
Comet” 
and 
was expected to be most 
visible to the naked eye on 
January 14, at twilight. 
Alas! The spectacular 
comet 
fizzled. 
It 
went 
into a decline, as far as 
earthlings are concerned. 
True, 
many 
thousands 
viewed its pulsing splen­ 
dor through powerful lens­ 
es at observatories, but 
the common man on his 
own backporch was acute­ 
ly disappointed that he 
couldn’t look over to the 
southwest skies and see 
this phenomenon.

“Christmas was coming. 
The little log house was 
almost buried in snow.

“Little Books” — true

Indian Territory to Min­ 
nesota and finally to the 
Dakota Territory'.

the birthday of the Christ 
Child. 
For a Christmas in the 
big woods, when the house 
was blanketed with snow, 
Ma baked bread, beans, 
cookies . . . distilled vine­ 
gar and baked dried apple 
pies! Truly a doughty 
soul. 
They 
entertained 
relatives . . . Aunt Eliza 
and Uncle Peter and the 
cousins who arrived on 
Christmas Eve on their 
big bobsled, sleigh bells 
ringing. 
Some other Ma and Pa 
would have thrown up 
their hands at the sight of 
them — maybe got the 
shotgun off the cabin wall 
and picked them off from 
a window — but not the 
Ingalls! They shared their 
good things — the chil­ 
dren slept in a row on the 
floor — the grown-ups, 
wherever they could find 
space.

Laura could not say a 
word.”

The Ingalls family were 
lucky to have their lives. 
However, Ma had saved a 
bundle of “Youth’s Com­ 
panions” that had been 
sent them by long-delayed 
mail or via a passerby. 
While the light lasted 
they read the stories. Pa 
even managed to buy the 
store’s last two cans of 
oysters, so their Christ­ 
mas dinner had a festive 
quality. 
All the “Little Books” 
tales are fascinating, and 
you can be sure that the 
adults who gave them to 
children made a point to 
read them first. The stor­ 
ies have an ageless, time­ 


less appeal. They contain

. . . selflessness, apprecia­ 
tion of the simple joys, 
and love of family life.
